Fifty years ago last week, Eu¬ 
rope declared victory over the 
Nazis and declared a day of cel¬ 
ebration 

Fifty years later, Didsbury 
residents, young and old alike, 
remembered the day and remi¬ 
nisced about their experiences 
in the war. 

The Didsbury Museum 
helped evoke the memories with 
a special Victory in Europe dis¬ 
play depicting the home front, 
and images from the war They 
also offered treats and chairs so 
visitors could sit down and share 
their memories 

Many of the visitors shared 
their experiences on camera as 
well Museum volunteers set up 
a video camera in a quiet room 
to capture the memones of lo¬ 
cals Some talked about their 
war experiences and where they 
were when victory was declared 
Others talked about their expe¬ 
riences on the home front Mu¬ 
sic from the era was played 

From a different perspective, 
residents who had lived in the 
war tom countries also shared 
their feelings about V E Day 
and their gratitude for Canadian 
sacrifice during the war Jean 
Craven, who lived in and around 
London during W W II said she 
would never forget the efforts 
the Canadians made to destroy 
the evil which was suffocating

More for justice 


Our Canadian justice system, although bound by the rules of law, 
has managed to make a point for justice this past week 

Two regional judges, in two very disparate cases, managed to 
convict and sentence two criminals of two heinous crimes within the 
rules of law but with justice 

In Ottawa, a young man, believed to be the leader of one of 
Canada's hate groups, was sentenced to 12 months in jail after being 
convicted for kicking a female protester in the face 

The man was arrested last year after a rally on Parliament Hill 
organized by various so-called hate groups, clashed with protesters 
who stood against their calls for violence and discrimination The 
prosecution asked that the man be sent tojail for eight months for the 
assault. Instead the judge ordered 12. 

Now the defence says it plans to appeal the case because thejudge 
allowed politics to get involved I say since the crime was simply 
politically motivated, politics should be involved 

Also last week, this time in Calgary , another man was sent to 
prison for 17 years for the abduction and sexual assault of a little girl 
Seventeen years is a very long prison term for such an offence since 
the girl w as not physically harmed beyond the rape But the emotional 
scars run deep not only for the girl but for her parents and their friends 
and neighbors The sentence reflects the horror of the crime w hich 
showed ordinary, friendly and neighborly pcoplethat their daughters 
were not safe even tucked away in bed in their own homes 

Bravo to both of these judges for going a bit bey ond the letter of 
the law to allow the horror of the crimes be reflected in their 
judgement Bravo to them for finding a method which allows other 
criminals to see that their actions will be dealt with not in cookie cutter 
fashion but with compassion for the victims and with concern for 
motivation A man convicted of assaulting a stranger simply because 
She stood against his views should be sentenced more harshly to show 
other criminals, other hate mongerers that why they commit their 
crimes is as important as the simple act 

Now though, it is up to the prison system to help ensure that the 
motivations behind the crime is not simply compounded by their 
incarceration Put a man behind bars for one year for a hate motivated 
offence without rehabilitation and that hate will simply grow Put a 
man behind bars who assaults children and the problem will still be 
there 17 years later w hen he gets out of j ail It may keep the streets safe 
from this one individual for that period of time, but it does not take 
care of the long term problem

The bravery of the young Ca¬ 
nadian soldiers who liberated 
Holland has recently been re¬ 
counted on this fiftieth anniver¬ 
sary of the event We see them 
now' as old men, once again on 
parade, though not as agile as 
they were in 1945 Some of them 
are openly weeping as they think 
of fallen comrades and that loss 
of innocence Thousands died in 
the struggle to destroy the hide¬ 
ous Nazi Regime 

This fiftieth celebration has 
come at an opportune time to lift 
our spirits after we have seen 
endless newscasts that demon¬ 
strate the baseness of mankind 
The veterans have much to be 
proud of. They unselfishly put 
their lives at risk and expended 
extraordinary effort to liberate 
people of another country The 


Dutch, then and now, have shown 
the overw helming gratitude they 
feel. 

In contrast to these noble old 
warriors let us look now at an¬ 
other group in the news spotlight, 
the right-wing militias. The mili¬ 
tia members are driven by self- 
interest, not self-sacrifice If they 
cannot get their own way, even 
when it conflicts with the majori¬ 
ty’s wishes, they will strike out 
viciously. Their force is directed 
against their own people, not a 
foreign enemy They consider 
themselves patriots yet can jus¬ 
tify violence against their coun¬ 
try's duly elected government. (If 
this sounds familiar, check Hit¬ 
ler's rise to power) In a word, 
they are a cancer 

"Ask not what your country 
can do for you. ask what you can 
do for your country." Despite 
John Kennedy's words from over 
thirty years ago. there has been 
an ongoing and increasing em¬ 
phasis on individual rights in 
North America, witness our own 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms 


When Timothy McVeigh goes 
on trial he will be granted the 
customary rights that the accused 
have come to expect There will 
be considerable expense; secu¬ 
rity alone will run a high tab 

Return fifty years to Holland 
There, young men knew little 
about their rights but they did 
have a sense of duty. If they were 
struck by a sniper's bullet or a 
stray piece of shrapnel, there w as 
no appeal Theirs was one death 
among thousands as every allied 
combatant fought towards a com¬ 
mon goal 

Now it seems we are frag¬ 
mented There are so many spe¬ 
cial interest groups, so many 
grudges and perceived wrongs, 
so many w ho first ask. "What's in 
it for me?" before making a deci¬ 
sion 

Let the example of our veter¬ 
ans spark a long overdue change 
in our society and remind us to 
think first of our duties as citi¬ 
zens before our rights as indi¬ 
viduals

Dear Editor: 

Your readers may have noticed 
in the last edition of the Review that 
Didsbury Town Council, is not will¬ 
ing to respond to questions about 
the Corporate Review Council has 
stated the reason for not answering 
questions is that the Corporate Re¬ 
view is for information only and not 
town policy This seems rather 
strange, as the town has acted on 
many of the items contained in the 
review and incorporated them into 
the daily running of the town Based 
on this, I feel it is important that the 
citizens of Didsbury be aware that 
there are a number of questions 
which should be asked before more 
of the review is made into policy or 
acted upon by council 

What made Council feel that the 
Town was not running effectively 
or efficiently so that a Corporate 
Review was necessary? 

Who on Council first made the 
suggestion of a Corporate Review 
or are we to believe the Mayor, who 
would like us to believe that all 
seven on Council came up with the 
idea at the same time? 

The review was called for and G. 
Cuff and Associates were called 
upon to perform the task G. Cuff 
and Associates have performed this 
type of review in several other mu¬ 
nicipalities. What were the results 


and were the other towns satisfied 
with the outcome? Talk to a Coun¬ 
cillor from Wetaskiwin and find out 
for yourself 

Although not illegal, it does bring 
to mind a question of ethics Should 
someone who participated in the 
review benefit by receiving a job 
from that review? It is the opinion 
of the writer that once the review 
was completed, Council should have 
retained the services of an inde¬ 
pendent recruiter to get an acting 
CAO, not someone who was con¬ 
nected with the review 

Most of the ideas being imple¬ 
mented by Council are concerns, 
that have come up year after year 
according to my conversations with 
town stall and my own experience 
with the fire department The ideas 
were presented to them by the staff 
But alas, the budget would not per¬ 
mit anything being done. For a fee 
of approximately $15,000, the 
Council has now decided that the 
adviee was accurate. If this advice 
had been implemented when it was 
suggested by the staff a few years 
ago, it would be done and paid for 
and we as taxpayers would be 
$15,000 richer 

Council has stated the review 
cost $12,000 when in fact records 
supplied by the town clearly show 
that as of this writing the document

It 
appears that the watchdogs have 
been blindfolded and muzzled in 


even - and the only resource I have 
at my disposal to teach you the 
dangers of traffic is physical vio¬ 
lence!" What a discouraging pic¬ 
ture of human potential!

A Sundre man has been ordered to stand trial despite entering a guilty plea in Didsbury 
Provincial Court last week 

Brian Dinmc pleaded guilty to a charge of indecent exposure and another of causing a 
disturbance in court last Wednesday. But the judge ordered a trial in the case after Dinmc disputed 
some of the evidence presented by the Crown 

The charges were laid after an incident at Sundre Feed and Farm in January 

A Sundre man has been ordered to undergo alcohol abuse assessment after he plead guilty to

Allan Cook was given a suspended sentence by the provincial court judge last week after he 
pleaded guilty to assaulting his 14-ycar-old niece in a domestic incident last September The niece, 
not hurt in the incident, said she was concerned that her uncle had a problem with alcohol 

C ook agreed to undertake the assessment but said the incident, in which he kicked his niece on 
the buttocks, arose out of provocation The judge also ordered Cook to undergo any counselling 
for substance abuse if it was recommended after the assessment

Arrest made after hostage incident

An armed standoff with police 
ended peacefully last week after a 
man was arrested by police in a 
trailer park near Caroline. 

Frank Hdward Hopkins, age 26, 
was arrested by police after holding 
two hostages at rifle point in a mo¬ 
bile home at the Crammond Trailer 
Park south east of Caroline early 
Wednesday morning 


RCMP were called to the scene 
through an anonymous telephone 
tip Hopkins had been holding two 
either men hostage, making threats 
to the police A lengthy phone con¬ 
versation between • topkins and the 
RCMP resulted in the release of one 
of the hostages. 

The Calgary Emergency Re¬ 
sponse Team later used a percus¬ 
sion grenade to end the standoff. 
Hopkins was arrested without inci¬ 
dent and the second hostage was 


release unharmed 

Hopkins, who was believed to 
have been drinking heavily at the 
time of the incident, was charged 
with unlawful confinement, utter¬ 
ing threats, assault and possession 
of a firearm in violation of a prohi¬ 
bition order He was remanded to 
custody and was to make his first 
appearance in provincial court in 
Calgary on May 12.

I got a card from my son John this week and while it 
does not actually mention Mother's Day 1 assume it is a 
Mother’s Day Card The illustration is of a youngish, 
blond woman holding a fry ing pan in her left hand The 
frying pan is half full of spaghetti and tomato sauce and 
it is spilling onto the floor With her right hand she is 
feeding a reluctant boy who is about eight-years-old The 
mother is dressed in white and the front of her w rapa¬ 
round apron is covered in spaghetti stains in shades from 
pale gold to red-browm The caption reads, "Jackson 
Pollock's Mother" 

I knew Jackson Pollock was an American painter of 
Abstracts but that's all I knew Fortunately Ralph's sister 
Alice had recently given us a book. "American Master¬ 
pieces from the National Gallery of Art", so I looked him 
up Jackson Pollock. 1912-1956 Bom Cody. Wyoming, 
grew up in Arizona and California, became interested in 
work of Mexican muralists. as well as Picasso and the 
Surrealists Began to experiment with pouring and drip¬ 
ping paint on canvas, putting his whole body into the act 
of painting In 1953 he began a new type of drip painting 


with patterns of overlapping and intertwining lines which 
he worked on until his death The illustration of his work 
is called Lavender Mist and is in oil, enamel and aluminum 
on canvas "In a decisive move he began to place his 
canvases on the floor, walking on and around them as he 
splattered and dripped the paint before him " The book 
also says that Lavender Mist is the centerpiece of the 
National Gallery's modem collection, that Pollock is 
America's greatest artist of the twentieth century and that 
"such paintings may be allied with comparable develop¬ 
ments of our time like the X-ray, theories of relativity and 
nuclear energy " 

Well maybe Who am I to judge The important thing 
is that John sent me a Mother's Day card, that it is funny 
and that he had enough faith in his Mother to assume that 
1 would understand the significance of Jackson Pollock's 
life and career being affected by his Mother's spaghetti 
problem Who knows what influence we have on our 
children I began to think of other famous people and their 
relationships with their mothers 

William Lyon Mackenzie King had a unique relation¬ 
ship with his mother He worshipped her and took her 
advice on decisions regarding Canada's welfare by com¬ 
muning with her even after her death John Dicfenbakcr's 
mother has been described as, "a great lowering cloud" 
Her letters to her son arc very nearly illiterate, heap guilt 
upon him and are full of self pity and vitriol Abraham 
Lincoln is supposed to have said, "all that I am or ever will 
be I owe to my angel Mother." Kurt Browning and Wayne 
Gretzky come from wonderfully supportive homes with 


adoring mothers John Candy's mother was widowed 
when her children were very small and the little boy 
developed habits of care and support that followed him 
all his life 

Elvis Presley is supposed to have adored his mother 
His first recording was made as a gift for her Joan 
Crawford's children absolutely loathed her and probably 
for good reason D H Lawrence had a violent father but 
was very close to his mother and his work reflects this 
Winston Churchill adored his beautiful mother who 
more or less ignored her less than beautiful son The 
Queen Mum set an example for all England when she 
stayed in London with her children during World War II 
Queen Elizabeth sent poor little, lonely, frightened 
Charles to a vicious private school and look how he 
turned out Rose Kennedy, now there is a mother who’s 
influence had far reaching effects 

What kind of a mother do you suppose Sigmund 
Freud had? Whatever she was. I'll bet he blamed her for 
everything including his dandruff Do you suppose Pi¬ 
casso's mother had both eyes on the same side of her 
face? And Peter Paul Rubens, I'll bet his mama was 
round and pink and pretty And then there is James 
McNeill Whistler and the famous picture of Whistler's 
Mother Do you know what he said when he came home 
and found her down on her knees scrubbing the floor 9 
"Why Mother, are you off your rocker?'

The 
results obtained from the trailer design commissioned 
by Quantz a year and a half ago exceeded even his own 
expectations and plans are in the works to purchase at) 
identical unit this fall. “It’s better than the ‘old school’ 
way of doing things," Quantz said. Design enhance¬ 
ments include wider passageway openings and com¬ 
partments of equal size to ensure the same protection 
for all animals in case of an accident or a quick stop. It 
is equipped with air ride which removes the jarring 
effect and a remote gate opening device which elimi¬ 
nates the need for the driver to enter the trailer when 
unloading. “An officer from the SPCA came by to look at it about two months ago; they’re 
quite impressed with it. It's safer for the driver and for the animals,” Quantz said. “They don’t 
get spooked and unload more easily." The trailer was designed to transport larger cattle 
which make up the majority of their work. “It’s a unique design, but it's open to anyone else 
who wants to try it.” Quantz said. "I don’t have a patent on it. Anyone who is interested is 
welcome to come and have a look at it. Staying ahead of changes in regulations was part of 
the motivation, but safety for the operator and the animals was the main motivation when the 
trailer was designed.”

Cattle Options Pilot 

Cattle markets are suffering from 
double jeopardy lately: falling live 
cattle prices and rising canuck buck 
What a great time for the launch of 
the Cattle Options Pilot Program 
COPP is part of federal govern¬ 
ment's response to the demise of the 
old tripartite program 

COPP will soon be offering a 
price risk management tool they are 
calling an option This option is 
based on the use of Chicago Mer¬ 
cantile Exchange Live Cattle fu¬ 
tures and Canadian Dollar futures 
The net effect is a straight-forward 
price risk management tool for cat¬ 


tle prices 

What type of cattle? Any. 
Whether, you finish, background, 
or sell weaned calves you can use 
these options 

Because of the chain reaction of 
cattle prices in North America, the 
COPP options can be used to pro¬ 
tect the prices of any calves, feeders 
of fat cattle headed toward meat 

How many head per contract? 
The option contract is based on 
10,000 pounds of live finished cat¬ 
tle, so about eight head This is one 
quarter the size of the CME Live 
Cattle futures contract Which make 
COPP options more useable for 
smaller producers. 

How do they work? In basic terms 
they work like insurance. You pay a

Maybe this year it's turn for a 
Robinson of a different name - 
Bruce, not Lam', that is - to make a 
big name for himself Not that Bruce 
H. Robinson, needs a lot of intro¬ 
duction in rodeo circles; after all, he 
has made it to the Canadian Finals 
eight times and has earned more 
than $ 145,000 in his roping career, 
but it’s hard to stand out when you've 
got the same last name as an 18-time 
CFR qualifier and six-time Cana¬ 
dian champion 

But Bruce, of Sundre did stand 
out last weekend, roping his way to 
over $2,000, with impressive wins 
at the Bonnyville Pro Rodeo and the 
Leduc Black Gold Rodeo, in speedy 
times of 7.5 and 7 7 seconds. The 
double victory moved Robinson way 
up the Canadian standings, from 
tenth to fourth 

At the third rodeo last weekend, 
the Stavely Indoor Rodeo, Darren

Musk Ox defence effective 
against wolves, not 
against humans 


T he nostrils of the 400 kilo¬ 
gram Musk Ox bull suddenly 
flare and steam. He jerks his 
head up to squint into the blowing 
snow, nostrils quivering. Carried 
upon the chill wind is the scent of 
wolves. A hunting pack of Arctic 
Wolves is approaching, and the herd 
of oxen can lose no time in preparing 
for the coming attack. 

Each of about 30 oxen hurries to 
its place in a rapidly forming defen¬ 
sive circle. Fcir.Jes and calves move 
toward the centre while the largest, 
most menacing males close ranks 
around the outside. The defenders 
face outward to meet the threat with 
a wall of heavy hooves and horns. 

The seven wolves in the tiunung 
pack surround the circle of oxen, just 
out of reach of the bulls. The wolves 


prance and feint attacks, trying to 
distract the bulls and gain a look into 
the circle’s centre. That is where the 
young and old members of the herd - 
the easiest for the oppx>rtunistic 
wolves to bring down - will be 
found. 

Several minutes of cooperative 
manoeuvring pay off for one pair of 
wolves when an excited young bull 
steps forward to attack the animal 
snapping and snarling in its face. The 
calf standing just behind is exposed 
long enough for the other wolf to slip 
past and attack. Though the calf still 
stands, it will soon have lost enough 
blood to fall, and the pack will feed. 

On another day, it might hate 
been the wolf pack that paid the price 
of the confrontation. Unwary wolves 
are hoisted upon a bull ox’s horns 


and slung over his shoulder to be 
summarily trampled by the herd. 

On this day in the early spring of 
1875, however, both the Musk Ox 
herd and the wolf pack pay a price for 
w hich nature has not prepared them. 

Shots ring out. Predator and prey 
alike fall to the guns of the humans 
who have been nailing this herd for 
many days. 

It is ironic that the defensive tech¬ 
nique so successfully employed by 
the herds against wolves also made 
them stationary targets for the people 
who nearly exterminated them from 
Alaska and the Canadian Arctic dur¬ 
ing the last century. 

Efforts to reintroduce and protect 
Musk Oxen in the North American 
Arctic have since yielded very en¬ 
couraging results.
